RAUCicm, N. C, April 1'.). —Excitement 
over the oonvicta' mutiny ran high all day 
yeaterday. Troo|M entered the penitentiary 
about 9 o'clock itetiu-day night, aad remained 
all night ' The gaa was out owin^ to an ac- 
cident to the main, and the place was in 
darkness, thus greatly coinplicatiiig tlio situ- 
ation. Bixty convicta, who were out in n 
cell corridor, tore up part of the brick i>h\ i ■ 
ment, but niailf no attempt at an att«<-k. 
At midnight the gaa was again turui><l on 
and the great building waa iUumiiinioiL No 
further attempt to force the conviot« into 
the ceil* waa made. The mutineem assem- 
bled in the corridor and awore and shoutt^l. 
Yestenlay momihg thay want into a lar^e 
room known aa ttie Sonday school room. 
The riot alarm waa given in the city and 
more white troopa waet out to the penitenti- 
ary, while tha oolorad company were aa- 
tembled at the armory la readiness.
